Witli  lilts  a  man’s  prorcssions  siarul  out 
ami  proclaim  to  the  worhl,  that  he  has  imhibedthe 
spirit  of  ilie  orcai  Master;  but  wiihout  it,  those  pro¬ 
fessions  pass,  as  they  should,  for  little  worth,  and 
he  becomes  as  “soundioo;  brass  and  a  tinkling  cytn- 
bal.”  Siill,  notwithstanding  this  obvious  truth — 
notwithstanding  it  is  a  subject  of  freiiuent  lecord 
throughout  the  course  of  revelation,  yet  loo  often  is 
it  neglected,  and  not  a  ft w  would  atone  for  that  [ 
neglect,  by  being  over-much  zealous  in  “'■ihc  faith  i 
but  in  doing  so^  they  s(  cm  to  have  forgotten  the ! 
lannuagc  of  the  apostle — “nowabideih  faith,  hope,  [ 
charily;  these  three,  but  tlie  gnaicst  of  these  is, 
charity."  Nay ;  so  far  as  the  practical  (|ualilie3  of 
the  Christian  religion  are  concerned,  faith  and  hope  j 
become  but  minor  princijiles,  anil  all  depends  upon  i 
charity,  heaven-born  and  beautiful.  The  eviden- i 
ces  of  this  ttuth  will  be  lieheld  by  consulling  the| 
history  of  the  founder  of  Christianity — that  bounti- 1 
ful  benefactor  of  titan,  an  I  guide  of  the  humble  dis- 1 
ciple.  Follow  him  from  the  moment  in  which  i 
Bethlehem’s  star  beamed  upon  the  treii.hlingshep- 1 
herds,  until  darkness  covered  the  Intid  and  the  vail 
wasi'ent  in  twain — until  he  cried  out  upon  the  cross' 
and  gave  up  the  ghost,  and  you  will  find  that  this! 
lovely  virtue  was  hisconstani  attendant.  And  tbis| 
has  been  left  as  a  guide  to  the  disciple  of  after  years  j 
—to  him  who  (irofesses  to  be  a  ])artc'kcr  of  his  spi-  j 
rit,  thisis  the  star  to  guide  his  fiHUstcps,  and  to  open 
up  his  pathway  in  tiie  surrounding  darkness;  and  | 
if  he  sutler  It  to  become  bedimmed  or  beclouded, 
he  is  sure  to  stray  from  the  habitations  of  peace  and  ! 
repose!  In  urging  you,  then,  to  make  this  virtue! 
your  constant  attendant — that  your  fight  may  be 
worthy  and  your  course  commendable  through  the 
world;  1  shall  divide  the  subject  into  three  particu¬ 
lars,  and  in  each  endeavor  to  set  forth  the  necessity 
of  pulling  on  charity,  which  is  the  bond  of  pcifect- 
aess. 

I.  AVe  should  condemn  no  man,  for  the  honest 
opinions  which  he  may  have  imbibed,  relative  to! 
the  doctrines  of  the  Christian  religion,  but  ever  have  1 
in  rcinembrancc  the  words  of  Paul — “  let  every 
man  be  fully  jiersuadcd  in  his  own  mind.” 

True,  we  may  have  an  anxiety  to  liberate  our 
neighbor,  from  eirors  which  throng  around  his  un¬ 
derstanding;  and  it  is  even  commendable  that  we 
should  have  this  desire,  yet  uncharitable  measures 
are  not  to  be  adopted  in  order  to  accomjdish  the  I 
pur]X)se.  The  human  mind  was  constituted  for  lib- 1 
erty.  Tt  will  rest  not  as  long  as  beclouded  with  er-  j 
ror.  unle.ss  it  is  bound  by  the  strong  hand  of  super- 
Itition  or  l;ows  beneath  the  sceptre  of  bigotry.  It 
wants  but  little  aid  in  addition  to  its  own  powers,  I 
in  order  to  be  freed  from  bondtige  engendered  by  ; 
erroneous  opinions,  yet  that  aid  must  bear  the  im- ! 
press  of  chtiriiv,  to  insure  its  success.  Vet  alas!| 
there  are  bv  far  too  many'. who  pay'  no  attention  to  this  j 
6Plf-evidcnt  truth,  but  condemnatioti  and  reproach' 
are  beapi'd  upon  every  individual,  whose  faith  or' 
belief  bears  a  complexion  dilh  rcni  fioni  their  own.  j 
And  not  nnfreipic  ntlv,  the  class  that  has  been  irc.aied  ! 
in  this  uncharitable  manner,  whi  n  the  members  of  i 
the  same  ascend  the  scale  until  they  become  in  the 
luajiiritv;  thev  rememlier.  not  the  things  of  old,  I 
hut  in  turn  arc  zealous  in  In.tijiing  rcproatdi  upon  ' 
those  who  are  yet  in  ilu;  tninority.  If  you  would 
hate  this  fully  verified,  go  back  to  a  iteriod  of  time 
from  whence  but  a  little  more  than  two  hundred  I 


I  years  have  fled  away  ;  and  you  w!'!  discover  the 
!  Puritan  fathers,  as  they  were  callec,  pleading  be- 
j  fore  the  monarch,  for  the  privilegi'  oi  making  the 
;  solitary  wilds  of  America  itieir  home !  And  what 
was  it  for  ?  Because  they  had  imliibed  a  faith  dif¬ 
ferent  from  that  of  the  established  church  of  their 
I  own  country,  and  hence  could  not,  unmolested, 

I  worship  their  Creator,  as  dictated  by  their  own  con-  ^ 
sciences.  Liberty  of  opinion,  or  liberty  of  con-: 
I  science  beckoned  and  urged  them  onward!  With- 
,  in  their  frail  bar(|ue  they  smiled  upon  the  dangers 
!  of  the  ocean  and  traversed  its  heaving  tide — moor-< 
led  their  vessel  hard  by  the  rocks  of  Plymouth—-; 
I  stepped  upon  the  coast,  and  saw  before  them  the 
'  darkness  of  an  unbroken  wilderness.  There  roam-  j 
!  ed  the  wild  beast  in  seaich  of  his  prey',  and  the  In- 
I  dian  bent  his  death-telling  liow.  Tliere  the  mel- 
:  ancholy  night  bird  uttereil  her  hideous  note,  and 
the  panther  sent  aloft  his  thrillii.g  cry.  There  the 
brawny  forest  tree  bowed  ’neaih  winter’s  howling 
;  blast,  and  such,  such  was  the  dwelling  place  of 
those  who  had  left  homes  of  atllucncc  upon  the 
other  side  of  the  broad  waters  !  And  again  do  you 
ask  why  they  left  their  habitations  of  plenty,  and  , 
made  their  abode  in  such  a  dreary,  solitary  place  !  | 
i  Again  Isay,  it  was  that  they  might  worship  the 
j  .Almighty  in  agreement  with  the  dictates  of  their 
own  minds — that  they  might  I'reely  express  their 
■  religious  opinions,  and  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  open 
and  social  worshiji ;  unmolested  by  those  unchari¬ 
table  hands,  that  long  had  heaped  upon  them  the 
,  weight  of  oppression.  Their  object  v.  ;issoon  ac- 
'  complished.  The  wilderness  gave  way  belbre  ihi.m,  j 
and  they  could  assemble  in  their  rudely  constructed 
tabernacles,  and  enjoy  that  unspeakable  blessing — 
liberty  of  conscience,  or  the  right  to  worship  as  they 
thought  proper. 

But  men  live  not  for  themselves  alone,  but  for’ 
!  others;  and  especially  lorthose  whoarc  to  come  up 
I  after  them  and  tread  the  stage  of  life;  and  in  con- 
j  seciuence  those  who  enjoyed  this  pleasing  and  hap- 
I  py  privilege  of  worshipping  the  C’reatt;r  as  dictated  ! 
{  by  their  own  minds,  were  desirous  that  the  blessed  ' 

;  biKin  should  be  sent  down  to  ages  unboin,  and  how 
'  did  they  labor  to  aceoinjilish  this  ])urposc  !  If  we  ! 

I  are  to  judge  by  their  deeds,  we  can  form  none  other 
conclusion,  than  that  they  declared,  the  privilege  to  ; 

I  be  that  of  every  one  who  should  seek  a  home  in  i 
their  province,  to  think  precisely  as  he  thought  | 
proper  respecting  religious  faith;  jiroviui/ig  that  he

ker  can  testify.  Those  same  people  who  had  plead

THE  MAD  FA  .M  FLY. 

A  STORY'  OF  REAI.  LIFE. 

Surmises,  guesses,  misglviiigs,  iialf  intuitions,  .semi  con- 
scinusness,  partial  illuininalion.s,  dim  instinci.s,  embrto  con¬ 
ceptions.”

There  are  certain  places,  with  tvliich  I  used  t'j  be  fa¬ 
miliar  in  my  younger  days,  who.se  appearance  liy  siiii- 
dry  associations  has  become  so  fixed  in  my  memory, 
that  very  oflcn  vvlicii  1  am  in  a  thoughtful  mood,  they 
seem  to  rise  up  before  me  with  all  the  vivid  hues  of  re¬ 
ality.  Some  of  these,  such  as  the  winding  lattes  tliroiigli 
the  green  pastures,  and  the  loot  patlis  iti  the  woods,  are 
hallowed  by  reminiscences  of  sih  nt,  solitary  walks,  and 
those  castle-building  reveries  in  which  youth  so  fondly 
loves  to  indulge  ;  others,  the  noisy  streams  and  game- 
abounding  meadows,  by  recollections  of  many  a  victim, 
bird  or  fish,  and  many  an  hour  of  louely  transport  which 
I  enjoyed  with  my  gun  or  rod,  as  iiicliiiatioii  prompted', 
and  there  are  others  which  are  yet  more  endeared  to  me 
by  the  retnembrnnee  of  the  friends  and  friend-shared 
pleasures  of  by  gone  days.  Of  the  latter  dcscrijitioii  is 
the  spot  of  which  I  ant  ahout  to  give  a  sketch,  in  con¬ 
nexion  with  a  brief  tale. 

Mountain  Pond  is  a  quiet  little  sheet  of  water,  snugly 
situated  up  among  the  woody  hills  which  diversify  the 
southwestern  county  of  Connecticut;  and  so  exceed- 
ly  retiring  is  its  disposition,  tiint  although  it  is  placed  at 
least  a  quarter  of  a  mile  shove  tlie  level  of  the  sea,  it  is 
impossible  to  get  a  peep  at  it  tin  you  are  on  its  very 
margin.  It  was  otigitially  surrounded  hy  a  thick  finest 
of  oak  and  hemlock  trees;  hut  these  have  been  cut  away 
on  the  iiorili-eastern  side ;  so  tliat  standing  on  a  rock 
which  reaches  to  the  water’s  edge,  nearly  opposite  this 
opening,  you  have  a  fine  hirds-eye  view  of  the  neat 
white  dwelling  houses  and  rival  churches  of  one  of  the 
neighboring  villages.  The  pond  is  not  more  titan  two 
furlongs  across,  hut  its  waters  ate  very  deep,  clear,  and 
cool,  and  in  former  days  iihoiiiided  in  fish;  but  these 
have  latterly  become  so  scarce  tli.it  old  Izaak  Walton 
l.imseir  wtiitld  f.iil  to  get  a  iiihhle  llieip.  It  was  rare 
sport,  some  five  or  six  ye.'irs  :'.go  to  stray  out  to  this 
jtlace  oil  the  siiinmer  holidays,  au'l  fi  b  ami  swim,  and 
and  pluck  the  richly-scenied  pond-hhes  which  gtew'along 
t!ie  m.irgiii,  or  to  go  over  alone  on  some  moonlit  .Au¬ 
gust  night,  and  sit  upoii  the  ruck,  and  think  tiiere  could 
be  no  spot  in  the  wide  world  so  lovely. 


Why  is  it  that  the  sight  of  beaiilifiil  scenery,  especially 
when  viewed  in  solitude,  always  makes  us  melanclioly  7 
I  have  stood  on  a  lofty  clitF  and  looked  down  iipuii  the 
green  fields  with  pleasant  streams  winding  ihi'oiigli  them, 
upon  the  bu.sy  city  sending  its  cuiitiiiual  umnuur  up  to 
heaven,  and  upon  the  glittering  sunbeams  ;  and  1  have 
walked  along  the  scu  beach  at  the  still  hour  ofiiiiiliiiglit^ 
and  gazed  out  upon  the  waters  as  the  bright  rays  ol  tiie 
iiiuoii  glanced  upon  lliem,  and  li.steiied  to  the  ui'tumu 
wind  whistling  through  the  dry  Lraiiehes  ol  the  trees, 
and  the  leaves  riistliiig  gloomily  itlmig  the  ground;  aiid 
although  all  was  glorious  and  heaiiliful,  1  have  turned 
away  with  a  saddened  heart.  .-And  is  it  not  so  witii  ail  7 
AA’heiicc  then  comes  this  leeling  t  Do  our  thoughts  at 
such  iiioiiieiits  recur  to  the  past ;  to  the  iVieiids  lliat  stood 
around  us  in  childhood  and  youth,  and  who  are  now 
scattered  abroad  over  the  wide  earth,  or  pei  chance  nioul- 
deriiig  in  the  grave  7  Do  we  sadden  at  the  relleclioii 
that  nature's  laud-murks  are  iiiichangeahle;  that  years 
hence,  when  our  own  lurms,  these  hands,  these  limbs, 
shaii  he  but  dust,  other  iiieii  will  iiuve  fillciT  our  places 
— will  be  gazing  on  these  .self-same  scenes,  while  we 
sliali  have  passed  away  and  been  !'orgotlen  7  Or  when 
we  behold  the  .•Alniiglily’s  liaiidiwotk,  do  our  souls  rise 
up  within  us,  and  lung  for  wings  to  tlee  away  to  that 
place  to  which  there  is  no  admitt.nice  save  through  the 
gates  of  death  7  But  1  am  wandering. 

.Alouiitnin  Ihiiid,  likeagreal  many  less  worthy  places, 
has  its  legend  ;  a  tale  kiiowii  only  to  a  few,  who  are  >‘'uul. 
isii  enough  to  love  to  hear  the  wild  stories  which  village 
gossips  are  so  fond  of  reiatiiig.  Some  fifty  years  ago, 
there  dwelt  in  a  ncighboi'iiig  village  a  fiuiiily  which 
Irom  time  imiiiemoriul  had  bceii  subject  to  hereditary 
iiisnnity.  T'evv  of  that  family  iiaj  been  kuu'.vii  to  die  a 
natural  death;  tlie  poison,  the  cord,  the  knife,  or  the 
tol,  had  lia.sleuei]  the  end  of  nearly  aii  of  tliem.  Ao 
matter  though  the  filial  malady  delayed  its  approach  till 
tiieir  brows  were  deeply  fiirro'vV.';il  hy  t!io  hand  of  time, 
and  their  locks  wttre  turned  to  gray  ;  it  was  uliiiosi  sure 
to  come  at  last.  There  was  one  of  tiiem  who  hud  been 
told,  Yvhei)  young,  that  if  he  a|i)il!ed  iiimselt'habitiiully 
to  hard  bodily  labor,  he  W'oukl  he  secure;  and  he  tried 
th<!  scheme.  Day  after  day,  and  year  after  year  did  he 
toil  on,  until  Ills  steps  became  feeble,  and  his  hair  wiiite, 
aiid  people  hegaii  to  think  tiic  sentence  liiul  been  re¬ 
moved  front  hint. 

On  his  sixty-ninth  birth-day  lie  rose  from  his  couch  a 
iiiiiduinti.  They  coiifiiiud  him  to  a  small  room,  hut  he 
contrived  to  escujie  iiiiseeii  hy  any  one;  and  when  lii.s 
friends,  having  di.scovered  his  ah.scnce,  tnade  search  for 
him.  they  found  him  in  otic  of  the  out-hiiildiiigs.  wilii  u 
mullet  in  his  right  liaiid,  driving  a  ehl.sel  into  his  own 
throat,  while  the  hot  blond  spouted  out  upon  the  floor ! 
They  sprung  upon  him  and  wrested  tiie  we-ipou  from  his 
iiands;  but  it  was  too  late;  theohl  mniidied  the  ne.xt  day.

I’alc  and 
thill,  lie  pur.'iied  no  fixed  occupation,  hut  spent  the 
gre  iter  portion  ofliis  time  in  the  pcrusid  of  fucIi  hooks 
as  liie  \  ihage  atfurded,  iiiirl  in  r.imhiiiig  ahimt  the  w  toxls 
and  fields.  The  neighbors  Ire.'ited  him  kindly,  for  there 
was  something  in  the  wild  glare  ofliis  keen,  Idack  eyes 
which  told  iliat  the  disens-j  of  liis  faiherr-  was  fi.st  creep¬ 
ing  upon  him;  and  it  was  thought  lli-'.l  lie  hastened  its 
jirogre.ss  hy  continually  hrooditig  o\ei  Ifis  iinpeiidiiig 
fate.  It  i.'  a  terrible  thing  for  the  young  aiul  gli’leii  to 
know  that  eie  long  the  ligiii  of  r  a-on  i.iu-l  he  e;.li;i- 
giii-hed  w  iiliiii  him;  to  feel  Inal  for  him  genius  and 
l<■al  llillg  can  he  of  no  avail ;  In  go  foi  lii  w  licii  the  spiiiig 
flowers  are  sceiiliiig  the  cart!i,uiid  the  songs  of  tlie  merry 
birds  are  filling  the  air;  when  the  sky  is  cloudlcis,  and 


all  nature  is  bright  with  joy,  to  look  aliroad  upon  the 
face  of  nature,  and  while  a  fueling  of  gliidness  springi 
up  iix  the  breast,  that  Dud  hath  made  his  earth  so  beauti¬ 
ful,  to  tememher  lliat  the  blight  is  upon  hint,  turning 
every  blessing  into  a  curse  ;  to  sit  amid  tlie  howling.xof 
tlie  uiitniiiiial  tempest,  and  rellect  that  life  has  no  gi|y 
pro.-pect  in  store  for  him;  tiril  to  liiui  the  valley  of  the 
sliiidow  of  death  isrciidered  yet  more  dark  hy  the  gloomy 
cloud  of  iiisiittiiy  ;  to  tiiink.  till  tint  hut  blood  nins  madly 
through  tiie  veins,  and  to  fincy  that  'i  ii;:  nooii  is  already 
heguii!  And  such  were  the  feelings  of  the  younger 
hrodicr.  Front  Ills  eailiest  boyhood,  .'^louuiain  Pond 
had  been  one  of  liis  most  favorite  places  of  resort—
